Recently the supreme court of the 


United States has ruled that the fed- 
eral courts have cognizance of the 
question of union so far as property 
rights are involved, indicating that 
the suit for the publishing house will 
be decided in favor of the unionists. 
It is this decision which has strength 
ened the hands of tbo unionists and 
made them more aggretsne than ever 
in the controversy. It is hoped that 
the state supreme court will modit'j 
the original ruling.
